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FIRST REPORT. 



REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account of the 
Intermediate Education Board, Ireland (from the 17th October 1878 to the 
31st December 1879), prepared and submitted to Parliament in pursuance of the 10th 
Section of the Act 41 & 42 Viet. c. 66. 



The 10th Section of the Act for the promotion of Intermediate Education in Ireland, 
which received the Royal Assent on the 16 th August 1878, provides that an account 
shall he prepared by the Intermediate Education Board, under such directions as the 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury may give, and shall be transmitted to the 
Comptroller and Auditor General to be audited, 'certified, and reported upon by him. 

The Account so prepared has been examined in this Department, and the following 
observations are appended : — 

1. Under the provision contained in Section 8 of the Act, the Commissioners of 
Intermediate Education, Ireland, received from the Commissioners of Church 
Temporalities, Ireland, during the year 1879, ten debentures for 100,000 1. each, 
making a total of 1,000,000 /. 

2. In accordance with the provision contained in the same section of the Act, 
the Commissioners invested the sum of 5,941 /. 18 s. 7 d ., surplus income, in the 
purchase of 6,091/. Os. 3d. New 3 per Cent. Government Stock, on the 27th 
January 1880. 

3. Section 10 of the Act requires that the expense of audit shall be included in 
the expenses of carrying the Act into execution. An account of the cost of audit 
will be made out by this Department, and will be furnished to the Commissioners of 
Intermediate Education, Ireland, so that it may be included in their Account for the 
year 1880. 

4. No special observation arises on the detailed examination of this Account.
